Thecrockery in the stores and 
resteurante got badiy rattled, and med 
fae) movements to the fivor, ond in some 
oases wind .we were cracked. Rumors were 
rifs that the gae worke bad blewn cp ; that 
the Nelson monumeut had been blewn {nto 
the clouds ; that there had been o werrifo 

losion esemewhere, People gused 
vaguely thet the ereck wasan carthquake, 
but moby coul4 be sure, and everybody 
waited for further developments. Very 
goon the news poured iato newepaper effi >-« 
frem oil parte of the cl y and varivus parte 
ef the }’ovince and adjoining 8 ates. Feom 
all over the city reporteran much the seme. 
Mhe earth queked, buildings shook, win- 
dows cravked, crockery was smarhed ard 
tables and chairs moved. P eople wore 
penic-»tricken. 

In the City Hall the employees rashed 
out of their offices inte the corridors with 
oensernation on their countenaaces. Mas 
ive walls eneok, big iron es'es rocked, aud 
everything lo the baiiding took upen ica if 
more or less the eppoarauce of a chip at sa. 
At the Cen*ral Peiiwe Station he protectors 
ef the pavlic frem vis ence feand themeelv.e 
utterly invaysvcle of yrappliog with the 
golewful outbreak, and retreated in sny- 
thing but a madteriy or greceful manner.

Indeed, it would 
seam as if all the vitel enerics of the 
great bird were centered in its long, un- 
galoly lege, which are graceful only when 
going acrese their native grase-covered piaine 
with a rapidity ef motion that must be seen to 
be ap ted.
